Jd'^al fort, 
year* ol age ; Uiah'e-n e-gb* (" the 
briehl miHinliglit night ") a ymniq 
red warrior ; Wasteh-abbe-neuch rjua, 
eud bit wile, about tbirn -sive year* 
nf age, with their daughter, ten yean 
old, utmrd Nio-riab-bc-tjua ; Shah- in ab 
('■Tobacco") a young warrior about 23 
years old, and hia wile, an Indiu beauty, 
uarrtej Ne-M-neueh-u.ua, of the age of 
her' hut band. Tba interpreter, 
looking and exceedingly poweribl man, of 



the age of 24 years, who tpeaks Kuglish 
with contidersble ftnenry, is named 
>follena-*km {"the ttrnngwiud,"J Upon 
the chief of the band, Ah-uue-wte-Minlt, 
heirgpretrnledtotheqnern, headdieued 
her Majesty with much apparent force and 
feeling, expreaaiug how "great was hi* 
delight aud gladness to com* tg this epuu- 
try, Ihe great light which enlightened the 
whole world. The Client Spirit had gieen 
tliein a good and safe journey across the 
Grrst Salt Lake, but unbounded was now 
Ihrir joy, and glad their hearts, lo heboid 
the face of their great mother, ihe Qneen of 
England," The speech of the chief was in- 
terpreted to the Queen and the Prince by 
Notteua-akm. The parly, who were attired 
in the costume of their country, with their 
clubs, spears, tomahawks, eVe., went through 
several of liieit nstinnat dances and the 
war dances, in full character. accam|ianied 
by opt of the Indians upon a drum, the 
I whole having a moil extraordinary and 
| picturesque effect. Before they retired, 
| her Majesty and tht Prince aboak the 
. chief and ihe women cordially be the hand, 
j winch teemed lo he a source o'f great de- 
lig' t to those who bad thus been honoured 
by the Sovereign and, her Consort. He- 
| Ircihinciit of a tubitentiil nature was 
| served to the party in the State snte-room, 
where they remainrdfor upwards of en hour. 
Although ihtre was wine upon the table, 
the chief would not permit it to he lasted by 
any ot Ihe band. HeCT, however, was not 
forbidden, and lire " Cattle October" was 
highly relished. The Indian*, accom- 
panied by Mr. Cailin, left tlie llaatle on 
their return lo town at five o'clock. In 
passing out of the Royal residence, tht 
attention of Ah-que-wet -tainlx, the chief 
of tht party, mat greatly attracted by the 
scarlet coat anrl the gold Leo* of the porter, 
MUs. evidently imaginine; him to be, 
front his splendid livery, either a Lord in 
Waiting, or a Groom of the Bedcbamber, 
at least ! lie shook him warmly by the 
hand, made half-a-doren salaams, again 
fixed his tyes upon tht gold-laced hat, and 
then departed. 

Mi«si«sABr Bam CAHrran,"— 
The directors ol the London Missionary 
Society have just published an urgent ap- 
peal for n new missionary thip for the South 
I '.ici lie. After an absence ot lire year* the 
Cionirr, has returned to England, anil it 
cannot exrite surprise lhat, h> romnpirnee 
uf lung and perilous voyages during the 
whole uf that period, the should require 
very coosidcrahle find expensive repairs. 
At ihe time Ihe vessel was purchased, she 
■ as deemed *rleqnate to the wants of the 
mission ; but (he number ol European mis- 
siunarics having since been increased from 
iweuiy-two to forty-three, end the sphere* 
of ihrir labour grea tly extended, she it now 
found loo aiiinll La accomplish ail the im- 
portant and indispensable objects involved, 
Tbe directors have, therefore, betu induced, 
at the result of Ihe most careful enquiry, 
and prolonged deliberation*, to resolve on 
disposing of the present vessel, aod of ap- 
peal log to the friend a of mission* for the 
funds requisite tn the purchase of another 
idip. The reasons which originally led to 
the purchase aud employment of the 
C|tsse*M remain with undiminished force, 
and powerful considers lion* hav* alio since 
ariarii to demand the run' i nuance of lh* 
same measures on a larger scsle. Tbe 
cost of the vessel, with her outfit, will not 
be tr>« thsn jtMii.iti, and the special exer- 
cise of liberelity, not only from the tnein- 
bere of the London Missionary Society, 
but alto geuerally from the friende of 
h u inanity, civilisation, and Protestant troll i, 
i* solicited by the directors, lo enable them 
to accomplish an object most intimately 
connected with ihe progress ol locial im- 
provement, civil liberty, and true religion, 
among the various tribe* and nations of 
I'utviieMii. — h'rniuvjhnm fujler.
